I will mention a Story or two which may be eaſily atteſted, if 
they be called into Queſtion, One Thomas Peard about 16 Years 
ſince of Weſt Dean near Barnſtable, who kept many Poor People ar 
work in the —_ Trade, was Proſecuted upon the A for 
Twenty Pound a Month, fo many Months for not coming to Church, 
that he was forced to quit his Habitation and Imploymenr, Upon 
this the Poor People of many Pariſhes go a Begging, and the num- 
bers preſencly were fo greac, that the Juſtices were fain ro meer, and. 
conſulcing together, conclude ypon it ro get the Mans Fines to be 
diſcharged. , This being done, Peard returns to his bulineſs, takes 
the Poor of their hands, and finds chem again the ſame Living. 

In like manner, about 14 Years ſince, the Biſhop of Saram ſends 
forth Inſtructions into all che Pariſhes of his-Dioceſs for bring- 
ing them to Church, or citing them to his Court, There were Eighty 
Clothiers Nonconformiſts of : ſeveral Judgments in the County of 
Waits, who being Alarum'd by this Summons, chink of wichdraw- 
ing their Trade, (the time for Proviſion of their Wool favouring
